Now that the fire district and 
city elections are over, the people 
of Menlo Park can give their un- 
divided local political attention to 
the school elections coming up 
May 21. 

In addition to ine contested 
trustee positions, both Menlo 
Park and Ravenswood school 
districts are voting on school 
tax rate limit proposals. In both 
cases the limits drop back to 90 
cents per $100 unless the mea- 
sures are approved. 


Menlo Park School District now 
has a voted limit of $1.50, and is 
requesting $1.75. Ravenswood has 
a limit of $2.40 and is requesting 
an extension thereof. Perhaps it 
might be worth while to take a 
look at other school districts in 
San Mateo county and see how 
these rates compare with those of 
our neighbors.
